" countof affairs abroad, thar it came not ſhorr of bis Kin{mans word, nor his 
expectation : But for the former,he was altogether unwilling,and offcr'd him 
divers reaſons againſt it, although his Kinſman upon his coming over, had 
made him ſeveral proffers, of aſhignirg all his intereſt 'in the ſaid Park unto 7 
him ; which he as often refuſed, | | 

Notwithſtanding which, he was continually importuned by both, but no- 
thing prevailing, they deſired him to offer ir to ſome friend of his, and al- 

. Jeadg'd this, Thar it were indifferent to rhem, whaever had ie, fo it were out 
of rhe hands of him that then enjoy'd ir. 

But he being as much to ſeck in this, as unwilling in the former; they earn- 
eftly entreated him, that inregard of his more then ordinary Knowledge, (as

ingly done, and he baving ſhewn him a particular of other Lands that were 
likewiſc upon ſale, and offer'd him his choice ; he took me in his arms, and 


cold m-, that himſcif, his Son, and Family were more benolding to me, then 


all the world beſides ; -and therefore bade me go 0n and proper. 


Upon rhis, he went the next morning abour tt,eand there berwg a full Com- 


mittce,he was juſt upois the point of contraQting for the ſaid Park; when on a 


ſuddain in came the Lord Richard (his Father then overtopping all in power) - 


with three Lawyers with him, and required them to procecd no further in its
